NASSAU, Bahamas, Oct. 28.— 
A second fingerprint of Alfred de 
Marigny found on a scréen in the 


room in’ which Sir Harry Oakes 
was murdered was admitted as 
evidence today in the trial of 
the slain baronet’s son-in-law, ac- 
cused of the crime. 

Justice Sir Oscar Daly, who took 
the question under advisement 
yesterday when defence attorneys 
objected strongty to the second 
fingerprint, announced when the 
trial was resumed today: 

“It is the ruling of the court, 
after consideration thereof, that the 
fingerprint be admitted. The 
weight of the evidence is up to the 
jury to decide.” 

VITAL BEARING 

The decision will have a vital 
bearing on both the prosecution 
and defence cases as the crown and | 
counsel for the French nobleman 
have centred their questioning and 
cross-examination of witnesses on a 
fingerprint which de Marigny is 
accused of leaving on the screen 
at the time his multi-millionaire 
father-in-law was beaten to death.

Say Allies Land 
On Mono Island 


NEW YORK, Oct. 28.—(AP)—A 
Tokyo broadcast recorded today by 
the Federal Communications Com- 
mission said Allied forces had 


landed on Mono Island, near Short- 
land Island in the Solomons, early 
Wednesday morning. 


In an English-language broadcast 
Tokyo declared Japanese naval air- 
craft attacked the Allied convoy, 
sinking one warship and damaging 
another.

A BRITISH HOSPITAL SOME- 
WHERE IN ENGLAND, Oct, 28— 
(CP)—The Germans are a hungry, 
dispirited people, with the one- 
time arrogant Nazi soldiers living 
in mortal fear of being sent to 
the Russian front. 

This was the picture of Ger- 
_many brought back by a group of 
repatriated Crnadian soldiers, 
wounded at Dieppe Aug, 19, 1942, 
captured by the Germans and re- 
turned this week under an ex- 
change agreement. 

Without exception they told of 
civilians “in mad scrambles” for 
food which the soldiers tossed on 
to the station platforms from the 
trains carrying them to Sweden 
where they boarded the repatria- 
tion ships. These men said mere 
mention of the Russian front 
made their guards “white with 
fear” and told how the guards 
expected the Allies to end the 
war “in two or three months” or 
“by Christmas.”

Pretty Good Going 


The Victory Loan campaign is at the 
half-way mark. And half the amount that 
was asked for has been subscribed. 

Buying has been uniformly good from | 
the start, each day’s sales tallying fairly 
well with the daily average needed to make 
up the $1,200.000,000. It has been quite 
uniform also in the geographic sense, with 
no wide spreads between the per centages 
reported from the nine provincial areas. 

This nation-wide response is assurance 
that in all sections of the country there is 
willingness to “back the attack” financi- 
ally, and common desire to “speed the vic- 
tory”. It is proof also that the wisdom of 
piling up individual reserves of buying 
power for future use is recognized by peo- 
ple in all parts of the Dominion as by peo- 
ple of all classes and occupations. 

Canadians in a remarkably large pro- 
portion do not want, and do not intend, to 
face the days of readjustment without per- 
sonal resources upon which to fall back in 
case of need; or which they can use to build 
homes, establish business enterprises, im- 
prove their property in town and country, 
or otherwise shape their future conditions 
to their own liking. They are showing both 
patriotism and prudence in “locking up” a 
part of their present earnings in the best 
possible securities. 

There is no reason to doubt that when 
the books are closed it will be found that 
the entire bond issue has been bought 
and stored away as individual assets. The 
sum of $1,200,000,000 is a tidy amount for 
eleven million people to put aside in the 
course of a half-year. Nothing could be 
more reassuring that the nation will be 
able to weather the post-war dislocations 
with a minimum of hardship. and to gain 


in bettered conditions some compensation 
for the cost, losses and anxiety of wartime. 
ee see 


The Air Loss Ratio 


A very timely statement has been given 
out at London regarding Allied air losses 
in the sustained offensive against Axis 
Europe. The daily reports of bombers and 
fighters lost in these attacks undoubtedly 
have a disturbing effect on the listening 
and reading public. The cumulative result 
has been a fairly wide impression, in Can- 
ada at least, that the airkrieg was costing | 
80 many men and machines that it might 
not be kept going. 

The statement issued shows that these 
losses have been about four per cent of, the 
forces engaged. Five per cent is accepted 
as a rate to be expected when an air offen- 
sive is being waged on a wide scale over a 
long period. Losses up to ten per cent are | 
said to be possible without danger of crip- 
pling an air force which is backed by ef- 
ficient production and training systems. A 
ratio of only four per cent therefore means 
that the bombing of Hitler’s empire can be 
kept up indefinitely on the round-the-clock 
basis. 

It is to be supposed. too, that as larger 
fleets of raiders are employed, and as the 
enemy defences are beaten down, the ratio 
will tend to fall. Air losses have, it seems | 
safe to think. passed the peak, and the 
rate may fall to even a lighter per centage 
in the future. 


. 
Swapping Allowed 


Another ration restriction has been re- 
moved, and housewives may now swap 
rationed goods, give them away, or lend | 
them. They have no doubt been doing 
these things on occasion, and the easement 
only makes legal a practice that could 
hardly be prevented one hundred per cent. 

The simple fact that some people eat | 
more sugar than others explains why more | 
! 
| 


or less swapping, giving and lending of 
quota commodities is almost inevitable. 
The woman who finds herself with a sur- 
plus. of something which can only be | 
bought in limited quantities is not likely to | 
go on accumulating more while she knows | 
that a relative or a neighbor cannot get 
along with the ration quantity. 
To resell rationed goods is still illegal, 


presumably because to legalize sales would 
look like encouraging black marketing. 
The danger of that is less than it may ap- 


pear. The ration quotas are smal! enough 
that no one could sell much of any re- | 
stricted commodity. If it is all right to | 
Swap. give away or lend a cup-full of sugar | 
or a few ounces of tea or coffee, no great 
amount of back-door trading would be 
likely to result if it were made legal to ac- 
cept money for the supplies. 

So long as he or she can only obtain | 
goods at the store, and on the presentation 
of coupons, no person can build-up a black | 
market business large enough to be worth | 
the bother. The no-selling restriction | 
might probably also be removed without 
harm,

Speed Versus Men 


The advance on Rome is proving to be 
slow and difficult. Rommel is contesting 
every mountain gorge and ridge that 
offers an opportunity to delay his oppon- 
ents, That is what he was sent to Italy 
to do, and he is making a job of it, 

But it is due to recognize that in part | 


the slowness of the advance is caused by 
the desire of the Allied commanders to 
Spare their men. They could have been in 
Rome long ago, and would have been, if 
they had the Nazi disregard for soldiers’ | 
lives. With superior numbers and equip- 
ment they could have employed “blitz. 
krieg’ tactics and stormed their way 
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through at whatever cost in men killed and 
wounded, 

It is altogether to their credit that Gen- 
eral Clark and Genera! Montgomery prefer 
strategy to showmanship, and refuse to do 
the spectacular thing by sacrificing their 
men needlessly in the Hitler fashion. They 
will get to Rome in due course, with their 
armies intact when they get there. 

And there really isn’t any hurry about 
it anyway. They already have the airfields 
from which bombers and fighters can rain 
death and destruction on the enemy in 
northern Italy, in eastern Germany, and 
across the Adriatic. And they have drawn 
to the southern front 35 or 40 divisions of 
German and satellite troops who would else 
be thrown into the attempt to stop the 
Russians. 

The strategic gains from the invasion 
of Italy have already been gathered in the 
main, When the last of the Nazis are to 
be driven out of Rome, or out of the coun- 
try, is not an urgent matter—certainly not 
urgent enough to call for the sacrifice of 
great numbers of men just to speed the 
event.

Argentine credits in the United States 
may be frozen. That would prevent goods 
being purchased in the United States with 
money accumulated by the sale of Argen- 
tine products there. The action would not 
necessarily be punitive. Supplies of all but 
a few kinds are now so scarce that chan- 
neling them to Allied countries has become 
almost a war necessity. 


The commissioner of income tax says 
he knows nothing about a report that there 
will be a decrease in the taxation next year, 
but hopes there is something in it. Heavy 
as the taxation is, there has been little 
complaint from the public, and nothing in 
the way of a general clamor for reduction. 
Nor is it clear how a reduction could be 
made without increased borrowing through 
the floatation of still larger war loans.

Farmer's Conception of Royalty Was Highly Sound 


Condition Justified in 


Theory

| Among the news items I have

the King against the condition of 
the road which leads past his farm, 
As I recall the account, this 
farmer had un- 
successfully made 
representations to 
all the local au- 
thorities about 
jthe state of his 
road, In despera- 
tion, he addressed 
a letter to “The 
most powerful of 
princes, King 
George VI, Lon- 

don, England”. 
Later, the road 
was satisfactorily 
repaired, although it is not known

if His Majesty had anything to do | 


with it or not, 

This event was treated in the 
press with some levity, And since 
anyone who dares to step out on an 
unusual course is always a butt for 
wits, because courage, despite the 
fairy tales, is constantly resented 
by mediocrity, facetious remarks 
were made at dul! dinner tables 
about the “gall” and “ignorance” 
of our rural appellant. 

May I rise in my humble corner 
to remark, somewhat belatedly, 
perhaps, that this fellow who ap- 
pealed to the King about his rotten 
road demonstrated a much more 
intelligent conception of royalty 
than that of those who languidly 
condeseended to ridicule him. 

My contention is that he did a 
thoroughly proper thing and that 
his instinct in the matter was com- 
pletely sound. 


Equity 
Traditionally, the King is the 
source of all justice in British 


leew Moreover, he is the fountain- 
head of equity. 

While the King is sworn to obey 
the laws enacted by parliament, he 
also, in a constitutional paradox 
which actually is not a paradox, 
is the reservoir of that authority 
which transcends law to bring re- 
lief where law is not applicable or 
where law falls short. 


The principle of equity, while it | 


}the chicken and 


is recognized in other countries, ! 
lies most heavily upon the con- | 
science of British peoples because 
it is a philosophical outgrowth of 
the royal principle, a realization 
that there is an authority capable 
of dealing out justice in those 
situations where the writ of law 
fails to run, 

In other words, if the courts and 
all the machinery of law and all 
the agencies of government fail to 
Operate in such a manner as will 
deal equitably with the meanest of 
the King’s subjects, an appeal from 
this machinery and these agencies 
lies to the King. 

This is, perhaps, the most funda- 
mental principle in our constitu- 
tional structure. 

Instinctively (for the instincts of 
the masses are usually right) this 
obscure farmer took the proper 
step. He appealed to the King. 


Important 


I seize upon this incident for 
comment, not because the farmer's’ 
road is necessarily of high im- 
portance, but because a full under- 
standing of the nature of royalty in 
a country which subscribes to the 
monarchical principle is exceed-' 
ingly vital, | 


We have a number of strangers 
among us. We are told that many 
of them will remain to become 
Canadians, Let us not dismiss the 
question of royalty, then, with aj 
shrug which indicates that the mat- 
ter is not worth discussing, that the | 
place of His Majesty in our system 
of government is neither here nor 
there, that the Throne is a mere 
colorful ornamentation on our body 
politic. 

For these conclusions would be 
quite false, 

The Throne is a vital part of our 
system. It is no simple sentimental 
excrescence, It functions daily. 
And it is the uttermost background 
of those governmental traditions 
which are most precious and use- 
ful to us in a very practical way. 

One could not elaborate that 
statement without writing a book. 
And I do not propose, at the mo- 
ment, to write a book. 


But I can, in a very few 
sentences, define the nature of 
royalty. 


Idealism 


One might indicate, at great and 
complicated length, the psycholog- 
ical necessity for pageantry and 
drama in government, One might 


point to nations, constitutionally 
starved of those essentials, who 
build up a_ religious sentiment 
about their flag, their constitution | 
and even their secret societies to | 
satisfy their natural craving for 
that drama which is the inevitable 
attribute of power, For all power 
is essentially dramatic, 

But it is not necessary to go into 
that, nor even to satisfy our vulgar 
passion for public economy by 
proving that the British or Cana- 
dian monarchy is infinitely less ex- 
pensive to the people than a re- 
public. 

What, however, is a king? What 
is the essence of royalty? 

A king is the symbol of his peo- 
ple. He is the sublimation of their 
finest aspirations, 

So far as a king is a man he can 
do weong. And I presume kings 


who are men frequently do much | 


wrong. But so far as the king is a 
monarch, he is the symbol of abso- 
lute justice, absolute equity, abso- 
lute freedom and absolute father- 
hood. 


Unstable 

Now human governments are 
weak and unstable things. They 
rest on human nature which is in- 
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dubitably frail, A government of 
the people, by the people and for 
the people is an exceedingly splen- 
did thing and something to which 
we all subscribe, 

The British and the Canedians 
have such a government, in theory 
if not always in practice, 

But behind this government by 
the people and of the people there 
is a background of a_ principle 
which is above human error, above 
that vanity and greed and prejudice 
that afflict all mortal men. 

That background is the Throne— 
not the man who occupies it, but 
the essence and spirit of royalty 
itself, 

The maintenance of royalty is an 
admission that human actions are 
not infallible and that every hu- 
lman will is subject to a higher 
| corrective will, 

The royal assent to the enact- 
ments of parliament simply means 
this: that this measure will be car 
fried out so long as it does not 
transgress human rights. ‘ 

The king himself is a man and 
is fallible, But royalty is a symbol 
of liberty. It is a symbol of the 
will of God, that fourth dimension 
which we try so ineffectively to 
banish from the affairs of men,

To Attack Japan

HONOLULU, Oct. 28—Admiral 
Chester W. Nimitz, commander of 
the U.S. Pacific fleet, said in a 
U.S. Navy Day speech that Ameri- 
can amphibious forces will drive 
westward through the Pacific to 
seize bases from which an aerial 
offensive can be mounted against 
Japan. 

In his most optimistic speech 
since the start of the war, Nimitz 
said yesterday that the war against 
Japan would be over “long before 
the gloomy prediction of 1949.” 

Nimitz gave no indication of the 
possible objectives of the forthcom- 
ing amphibious drive to the west, 
but said that adequate bases with 
protected harbors and well-equip- 
ped airdromes close to Japan must} 
be secured before the United States 
can bring its fast-growing air and 
naval superiority to bear on the 
Japanese homeland.

Housewives Must 
Deduct Tax From 


Servants’ Wages 
OTTAWA, Oct. 28—(CP)—In- 
come tax authorities reminded 
Canadian housewives last night that 
if they employ domestic servants, 
even the woman who comes in to 
'do the weekly wash, they are con- | 
sidered “employers” and must make | 
income tax deductions. 

While declining to estimate the 
number of housewives undertaking 
the chore, a revenue department 
official emphasized that under the 
income tax regulations they should 
make such deductions from the 
wages paid domestic help, keep ac- 
counts and send weekly reports to 
their district income tax bureau. 

“Those moneys are considered as 
trust funds in the hands of em- 
ployers,” he said. “The housewives 
of Canada should be conscious of 
their duty and mke the proper de- 
ductions and send in their weekly 
reports.” 

The amounts to be taken from the 
daily or weekly wages of domestic 
|help, he said, could be computed 
from official tables of tax deduc- 
tions obtainable from income tax 
bureau.

Permits to Aid 


When 325 Normal school train- 
ees commence duty as teachers 
on Nev, 1, they will be possessors 
of War Emergency certificates, 
granted after a three-month in- 
tensive training course. 

Dr. W. H. Swift, chief inspector 
of Alberta schools, said recently 
that such certificates are not the 
equivalent of regular teachers’ cer- 
tificates, but are issued in an effort 
to combat the current wartime 
teacher shortage. Further summer 
school training, however, will make 
possible exchange of the emer- 
gency certificates for those granted 
fully-trained members of the 
teaching profession 

It was announced at the middle 
of the month that 525 vacancies 
existed in Alberta schools, many of 
them in outlying areas. 


DROP NUMBER 


The release of the 325 Normal 
school] trainees will drop the num- 
ber of vacancies to 200, and a few 
teachers have been added to staffs 
from outside sources. 

A recent decision of the depart- 
ment of education and the govern- 
ment to bonus teachers of outlying 
‘schools to the extent of $200 a year 
has helped in obtaining help. Many 
Normal school students, it is un- 
derstood, have accepted posts in 
the “remote” schools.
